Vote Will Be Taken To- 
day on the Republican 
Reservation and No 
Change Is Likely. 


SOME OF THE SENATORS 
HOPE FOR COMPROMISE 


But With Solid Repub- 
lican Line-Up for the 
Reservation, the Hope 
Seems to Be Baseless. 


Washington, March 14.—The sen- 
ate’s verdict on Article X. by which 
it is conceded that ratification of 
the peace treaty is to stand or fall 
will be pronounced tomorrow under 
a unanimous consent agreement 
providing for a final vote before 
adjournment. 

Democratic and republican advo- 
cates of a compromise, though dis- 
couraged almost to the point of 
hopelessness, still were working 
desperately tonight to secure adop- 
tion of a reservation which would 
command support enough to insure 
ratification. Some of them hoped 
they might reach that end by al- 
terations in the republican substi- 
tute presented Friday. Others 
hoped the substitute as it stands 
would be accepted by the requisite 
number of democrats. “But all lead- 
ers agreed either of these possibili- 
ties was very remote. 

Solid Republican Line-Up. 

With the support of the irrecon- 
cilables, whe swung back into the 
republican ranks yesterday after 
they had secured a modification in 
the substitute, republican leaders 
count on a solid party line-up, vey 
stituting a majority of the senate 
in favor of the substitute and 
against any proposal to change it. 
Scattering democratic votes also 
are expected to help reject pro- 
posed amendments and finally to 
obtain adoption of the reservation 
in place of the one adopted last No- 
vember. \ 

That eventually, say the admin- 
istration leaders, will mean without 
a doubt-that the treaty again will 
fail of ratification and that the is- 
sues of the long fight will be 
thrust undecided into the political 
campaign. 

Both the administration forces 
and the democrats who favor ac- 


' ceptance of the republican reserva- 


tion in substance, are expected to 
make a fight tomorrow to get in 
amendments that will gain’ demo- 
cratic support, while several sena- 
tors have substitutes of their own 
on which they will ask roll calls. 
In the main, however, these moves 
are expected by the leaders to, be 
largely perfunctory unless some 
unexpected element is projected into 
the debate. 
Revolution in Germany. 

One new topic which it was sug- 
gested might be brought into the 
discussion was the revolution in 
Germany and steps of the allies to 
deal with it. On both sides it was 
conceded, however, that European 
developments of the past few days 
probably would have no effect. on 
the treaty outcome, merely raising 
again and in a new way the same 
questions of policy which have been 
debated for months in connection 
with the obligations of Article X. 

On these issues the senate has 
talked itself out and the leaders do 
not believe further discussion will 
change any votes. The disposition 
on all sides seemed tonight to get 
it all over with as goon as possible, 
and some senators were predicting 
a vote on ratification itself might 
be reached by Wednesday or Thurs- 
day. It was suggested, however, 
there might be some delay on acy 
count of the absence of several 
senators who have been away on 
official business or in connection 
with the presidential campaign.

CONSENTS TO RUN 
FOR PRESIDENCY 


' Eugene V. Debs, former candi- 
date for president of the United 
States, now an inmate of the At- 
lanta United States penitentiary, 
has given his consent to a socialist 
organization in Michigan for the 
use of his name as a candidate for 
the presidency. 

This information was obtained at 
the federal prison in Atlanta Sun- 
day night through an inquiry from 
Warden Fred B. Zerbst, as to the 
reported intention of Debs to run 
again for the presidency. Warden 
Zerbst stated that a delegation of 
socialists from Michigan, accompa- 
nied by Samuel Castleton, lawyer of 
Atlanta, visited Mr. Debs in the 
prison one day last week, and ob- 


tained his consent to be a candi- 
date in the presidential primary to 
be held in Michigan. 

An attempt to obtain a personal 
interview with Debs last night 
proved unsuccessful, e rules of

Amerongen, fwarch 14.—Dutch 
government officials say they are 
convinced former Emperor William, 
of Germany, .is not involved in the 
counter revolution which has swept 
the Ebert government out of Ber- 
lin. Watch is being kept over him, 
it is declared. 

Ofpservers have asserted, how- 
ever, Count Hohenzollern has been 
unusually nervous during the last 
few days and has shown great im- 
patience at various times. ‘While 
engaged in his woodsawing, it is 
said, he has been seen to stop and 
run to and fro, and give other eyi- 
dences of nervous tension. * 

On Tuesday, the former emperor 
completed the sawing of his 16,0@0th 
tree, and there was quite a celebra- 
tion of the event, members of the 
household and local authorities of 
Amerongen being present. The form- 
er empress has been in poor 
health recently, and has kept to her 
apartment closely. 

‘The tidings of the German coun- 
ter revolution caused a great stir 
and much tension in Bentinck cas- 
tle, where former Emperor William | 
‘resides, and the people of the castle 
Stayed up until a very late hour 
Saturday night awaiting further 
news. 

William Hohenzollern spent part 
of the day in the garden, where he 
paced up and down, seemingly ab- 
sorbed in deep thoght. His excite- 
ment found utterance in the energy 
with which he sawed wood. The 
correspondent learns that yesterday 
he beat his own record in the num- 
ber .of logs cut. 

The news of the counter revolu- 
tion, which did not reach the peo- 
ple of Amerongen until Saturday 
evening, did not serve to rouse the 
peaceful village from its usual 
state of Sunday rest. 

Except for the fact that three or 
four military police from the neigh- 
boring village of Veenedaal were 
added: to the ordinary guard, con- 
sisting of 20 constables, no spe- 
cial measures have been taken here. 
Military police are patrolling along 
the moats of the castle. As far as 
the correspondent has been able to 
learn, the former emperor is free 
to pursue his usual rout‘ne.

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FRED WEBB AGAIN 
MAKES HilS ESCAPE 


Shortly After Getting 
Out of the Stockade. 


Ga., March 14.— 
(Special.)—Fred Webb, self-con- 
fessed robber of the Farmers and 
Merchants’ bank of Duluth, made 
his escape from the stockade here 
last night about 10. o’clock, to- 
gether with three white convicts, by 
sawing the bars of the window in 
his cell and going down the lad- 
der to the ground. His liberty was 
short. however, and he is now back 
in jail. i 

The discovery of 
was not made until 
heard the bloodhounds 
few minutes after the 
had made their getaway. The dogs 
followed their course, with two 
trusties urging them along. A few 
minutes later a deputy sheriff and 
two other officers were on the 
trail. Judging from the course of 
the dogs, the convicts are headed 
for Atlanta. 

There was a convict in the same 
cell with Webb at the time of the’ 
escape, but he did not give the. 
alarm. 

The officers are hot on the trail 
of the fugitives. Fred New was 
denied « new trial by Judge Coob 
at the March term of the superior 
court as one of the principals in 
the bank robbery that Webb con- 
feased to and named New as the 
one who drove the car. New’'s case 
o-ah ir court. 

Being unable to get off his © ee 
Webb today surrendered to County 
Commissioner Britt, who lives about 
half a mile west of Lawrenceville. 

Eseafing with Webb and still at 
large were three whita men on the 
chaingang, Dink Goller, serving a 
12-year sentence for assault with 
intent to rape; Tom Jones, sen- 
tenced to a year for selling whisky, 
and Pat Patterson, sentenced to four 
years for making whisky. 

Only Goller was shackled, and it 
is believed that Jones and Patter- 
son are headed in the direction of 
Atlanta. Bloodhounds were placed 
on the track of the three, but Gol- 
ler led the dogs off the track and 
later escaped from them,

About three weeks following the 
robbery of the Duluth bank, which 
was committed in August of last 
year, Webb was arrested,in At- 
lanta by Detectives J. R. “Chaffin 
and E. L. Arthur. 

Four men composed the party 
of bandits who looted the bank and 
made a spectacular, escape in an 
automobile which they had driven 
near the scene and kept in readi- 
ness for a dash. Webb and Fred 
New, two of the party, were ap- 
prehended, but Tab Lowry and 
Keith Nix, alleged to be the other 
two men, made good their escape. 
The detectives trailed Webb and 
New by means of the car used in 
the robbery, which was found in 
an Atlanta garage. 

According .to Detective Chaffin, 
this is Webb’s second escape from 
prison. He took French leave 
about two months ago, but was 
a short time later rearrested near 
Nashville. -

Washington, March 14.—Cables 
from London and Paris reporting 
the uprising in Germany reached 
the state department today, but the 
only direct word from that country 
merely confirmed press reports of 
the arrival at Dresden of President 
Ebert and some of his associates 
in the old Berlin government. The 
department did not make public 
the Dresden message in text or the 
reports from the British and Frénch 
capitals, which were said only to 
contain summaries of the press re- 
ports published in those cities. 

Pending direct advices and a 
clearer understanding of the situa- 
tion/in Berlin and the scope of the 
new movement, officials would not 
comment. Silence also was main- 
tained at the war department, al- 
though it was regarded as probable 
that a definite summary of the new 
situation as it affects allied and 
American troops holding the Rhine 
bridgeheads was soon to be expect- 
ed from Major General Henry T. Al- 
len, commanding the American 
forces. The fact that a council of 
the military commanders on _ the 
Rhine had been called, coupled with 
thie report from Paris that Marshal 
Foch had gone to attend the meet- 
ing was regarded as’ significant. 
Any “steps contemplated by the al- 
lies and involving the use of troops, 
it was thought, would find their 
origin at this conference. 

Part U. 8S. Troops May Play. 

What part American troops might 
play in the situation appeared high- 
ly doubtful. It was pointed out that 
the American forces in Germany 
are on an entirely different footing 
from the French or British, as the 
United States technically is still at 
war with Germany. Armistice con- 
ditions govern the American forces, 
while the allied commands are wun- 
der the terms of the treaty of _ 
sailles. 

General Allen has more than 13,- 
000 American tr8ops under his 
command. The total number in 
Europe on March 9 was 17,081, but 
a number of detachments are scat- 


tered in various parts of France en- [ 


gaged in closing out war-time en- 
terprises. 

The force on the Rhine is compos- 
ed of two brigades, the First, at 
Coblenz, composed of the Eighth in- 
fantry, First battalion, First field 
artillery, First field signal battal- 
ion, Companies A, B and D, First 
engineers, two provisional troops of 
cavalry and the usual hospital, 
transport and supply units; and the 
Second, commanded by Colonel Wil- 
liam H. Sage, at .Andernach, about 
thirty-five kilometers down the 


Rhine from Coblenz. The Second 
brigade includes the Fifth and Fif- 
tieth infantry, semt over to carry 
out the American’ part in policing 
the Silesia plebiscite area.

The business and. reBidential sec- 
tions of the town have been vir- 
tually wiped out, according to the 
reports reaching here. Three men 
were  reporte injured when a 
building collapsed and were res- 
cued by a living chain of firemen. 
The fire started this afternooh and 


night. 
Water Gives Out. 

Indications were that the few 
remaining buildings in the fesiden- 
tial section would be destroyed. 
Fire departments from Cleburne, 
Itasca and Alvarado responded to a 
call for aid, but the water in the 
town’s standpipe soon gave out and 
no dynamite could be obtained. 
After that the firemen were un- 
able to do anything except watch 
the town burn. 

Automobiles, trucks, wagong and 
other vehicles were’ pressed into 
service to carry the homeless to 
Alvarado and Itasca. Merchandise 
valued at hundreds of thousands of 
dollars was piled in the streets, 
but was greatly damaged by wa- 
ter and smoke, 

In shape of a V the fire swept 
through the city, destroying more 
than 200 homes.in the residential 
section. When the flames reached 
Main street hopes were held that 
the business section could be saved, 
as the wind was blowing due 
north, but the wind. veered and the 
fire was swept into the business 
section, engulfing every building 
in its eight blocks. Merchants had 
no time to save their stocks, 

Firemen Are Injured. 

“While fighting the fire on the 
roof of a one-story building on 
Main street, Assistant Fire Chief 
Sam Welton, of Itasca, a Cleburne 
fireman and a fireman of Grand- 
view were hurled into a blazing 
apartment when the roof collapsed. 
They were rescued, all critically 
injured. ‘ 

Mayor Williams, of Grandview,

ganized a commitee of safety. This 
committee patrolled the fire«strick- 
en section and salvaged goods from 
stores and residences wherever 
possible.

LAST DAY OF GRACE 
COMES FOR PAYERS 
OF INCOME TAXES 


Today is the last day for individ- 
uals and partnerships to file com- 
plete income tax returns.for the 
year of 1919. Corporations may 
file tentative returns today and 
make complete returns on May 15, 
according to a recent extension of 
time granted. 

A communication from Washing- 
tdn was réceived last week by In- 
ternal Revenue Collector A. O. Bla- 
lock authorizing him to keep the 
offices of his department open un- 
til midnight tonight, in order to 
enable as many as possible to file 
their returns. 

For failure to make a return on 
time there is a penalty of $1,000 
plus 25 per cent of the tax due. 
For failing to pay tax when due, 
or understatement through negli- 
gence, there is a penalty of 5 per 
cent and interest. The tax may be 
paid in full at the time the return 
is filed, or four installments may 
be made. 

For making a fraudulent return 
the penalty is $10,000 and a year’s 
imprisonment plus 560 per cent add- 
ed to the taxes evaded. And in ad- 
dition to-.this penalty individuals 
at the same time are liable to pros-

“ PLAN TO PREVENT 


RAILWAY ERRORS 


Warfield Proposes the 
Creatiormof Safety Com- 
mittee—Says the Public 
‘Will: Not Tolerate Fur- 
ther Mistakes. 


New York, March 14.—Estab- 
lishment of a committee of rail- 
road directors and another repre- 
senting the largest shipping or- 
ganizations of the country to con- 
fer with committees of the Na- 
tional Association of Owners of 
Railroad’ Securities to prevent “fur- 
ther errors” was recommended in 
a report aflopted by the govern- 
ing committees of the association 
and made public today. 

S. Davies Waffield,. the associa- 
tion’s president, pointed out in the 
report that the questions at issue 
“are altogether too far-reaching 
and vital to the people as a whole 
to permit of errors in judgment 
bétween the owners and operating 
executives;’ that each have their 
proper place in the settlement of 
these questions, and that the pub- 
lic will not stand for any further 
mistakes on the part of the rail- 
roads.” 

‘The suggestions for co-operation 
embodied in Mr. Warfield’s report 
were unanimously adopted at a 
largely attended meeting of bank- 
ers and life insurance presidents 
from all parts of the United States. 

Questions of Policy. | 

Ther provide that the commit- 
tee of railroad directors, compris- 
ing one member from each board 
of Class 1 railroads, shall name a 
smaller committee of not more 
than twenty directors, who in turn 
shall appoint a subcommittee of 
seven, the members of all commit- 
tees to be selected geographieally.

“The organization known as the 
American Railroad association, 
with headquarters in Chicago and 
now maintained by the railroads,” 
the statement said, “presents the 
means of solving the technical 


problems that arise from time to 
time and which affect all the rail- 
roads and in the disposition of 
which all the railroads could con- 
cur, and such matters may be dis- 
posed of by that association.”

| MAATCHING FORCES. 


Berlin, March 14.—(By the Asso- 
Clated Press.)\—The two govern- 
ments of Germany are now matche ‘ 
ing wits and forces to Zain control 
of the republic. Dr. Wolfgang Kapp. 
who proclaimed the new order at 
Berlin~and himself chancellor, is 
employing all his efforts to assure 
the German people that the govern- 
ment under him and those he se- 
lects. administer affairs will 
mean true democracy, increased 
productiveness and conservation of 
the rights of the working people. 

Friedrich bert, president of the 
old government, who with most of 
his ministers hastily withdrew from 
Berlin when the revolting troops 
marched in and Kapp and Von 
Luettwitz took control, is variously 
reported to be at Dresden or Stutt- 
gart, and from his point of security 
is calling upon the socialists and 
working classes generally to stand 
by the old government, and to use 
the strike weapon so that the count- 
er revolution may be promptly sup- 
pressed. In response to this appeal 
a general strike has been pro~- 
Claimed in many places, but In oth- 
er parts of Germany the call for a 
strike has not been received with 
favor, 

Ominous Signs in Berlin/ 

A bloodless -revolution thus far 
has characterized the movement 
upon Berlin, where the people are 
viewing events with that serenity 
to which they have been accustomed 
by the occurrences of recent years. 
There is, however, an undercurrent 
of anxiety because barbed wire en- 
tanglments have been thrown up in 
front of the great public buildings, 
near ‘Unter den Linden and Wil- 
helmstrasse, cannon and machine 
suns are posted at the cross streets 
and other points of vantage, and 


throughout the city. This is an omi- 
nous sign of.possible clashes when 
those opposed to the counter revo- 
lution marshal their forces for fu- 
ture action. 

There has been constant official 
reiteration of the statement that 
the new government ig not reaction- 
ary; that it .does not desire the res- 
toration of the monarchy, but that 
it has come into office so that Ger- 
many may be rehabilitated. Chane 
cellor Kapp, in a statement to thé 
foreign correspondents, said that 
the conditions of the peace treaty 
would be fulfilled, so far as they 
could be reconciled with German 
honor angé Germahy's economic cons 
ditions. 

While adherence to the new govy- 
ernment has been promised by some 
of the outside states, Saxony has 
declared against it, and Bavaria, 
Wurttemburg and Baden have 
joined in denouncing the movement, 
declaring it a crime against 
German people that the progressive

According to the reports 
Constantinople, the reorganization 
of the nationalists was started im- 
mediately after the signing of the 
armistice, Mustapha being assisted 
by Enver Pasha, Talaat Pasha and 
Others among the “Young Turks” 
who were supposed to have fled to 
Germany after Turkey surrendered. 
The party began its activities out- 
side the immediate sphere of the 
government in Constantinople and 
had as its objects the reconquering 
of the territory of the empire held 
by the allies, the preservation of 
the old Ottoman empire north of a 
line drawn from Alexandretta to 
Mosul, along northern Arabia, and 
extermination of the non-Moslem 
population of the empire. 

To bring about these ends, the re- 
ports declare, there was begun the 
organization of.a vast pan-Islamic 
movement among Afghans, Persians 
and Tartars in an effort to embar- 
rass the occidental powers in pos- 
session of Moslem colonies. Co-op- 
eration with the Russian bolsheviki 
also was planned. 

When the supreme council at Lon- 
don approached the question of set- 
tlement of the Turkish treaty of 
peace, the nationalist plot, the re- 
ports declared, suddenly took form 
with the massacres in Cilicia and 
the military activity of Mustapha 
Kemel in Anatolia.

A thorougn administrative or- 
ganization was built up in _ the 
towns and villages of the Turkish 
provinces, and machinery for the 
election of a general assembly and 
a representative committee was es- 
tablished. 

“Confronted by a movement which 
was disquieting as well as unwise,” 
the reports say, “Damad _ Ferrid 
Pasha, in accord with the/ sultan, 
decided to react against it with en- 
ergy. But these measures were be- 
lated. Mustapha was acting in the 
provinces like a supreme despot. 
All those who did not submit to the 
will of the national forces were 
persecuted and -mercilessly dealt 
with. 

“Mustapha appointed and dis- 
charged public officials of all ranks. 
Governors were shot. Most of the 
military commanders belonged to 
the Young Turk party and so they 
espoused the cause of the national 


forces.”

That America earned the cordial 


dislike of the European nations in- 
stead of winning their gratitude for 
the efforts of this country to “make 
the world safe for democracy,” is 
the opinion of W. J. Lowenstein, 
president of the Norris Candy com- 
pany, of Atlanta, who has just re- 
turned from an extensive trip cov- 
ering a number of the war-swept 
countries on the continent of Eu- 
rope. 

“Not only were our efforts to 
protect the nations from the threat 
of autocracy unrewarded by even 
so much as a feeling of gratitude,” 
said Mr. Lowenstein, “but they 
laugh at what they’ term our pre- 
tenses of having a democratic form 
of government, and point to the 
power wielded by our president in 
support of their assertions that we 
are living today under an autocracy 
more absolute than any of those ex- 
isting in Europe before the fall of 
the kaiser and the czar. They mar- 
vel at the power possessed or as- 
sumed by Mr. Wilson, and compare 
his authority with the limited pre- 
rogatives of the King of England, 
the King of Spain, the King of 
Italy, the president of France, and 
ether potentates.” 

Direct Importation. 

Mr. Lowenstein’s visit to Europe 
was for the purpose of looking aft- 
er certaih business transactions for 
his Atlanta firm, for the direct im- 
portation of nuts, fruits and other 
materials for confections, direct 
from the producing countries. The 
interesting interview he has given 
The Constitution covers the social, 
economic, political and industrial 
conditions existing in the war-swept 
countries, as viewed from the 
standpoint of a trained 
man.

Poland, deserves to be read in con- 
nection’ with the vast anti-Polish 
propaganda, which is being dissemi- 
nated in the United States at the 
present time, designed to injure the 
Poles and misrepresent the facts 
which confront these gallant peo- 
ple. 

A great deal of capital is being 
made, chiefly through British jour- 
nals, of the fact that the Poles are 


occupying a very far flung line to- 
wards the east, greatly beyond the 
meagre limits assigned to the Polish 
state by the Paris conference. This 
is interpreted as the conclusive evi- 
dence of colossal Polish dreams of 
imperialism. 


The truth is otherwise. The 


Poles have on their eastern frontier: 


the most dangerous and menacing 


enemy faced by any nation, the 
bolshevists, and this enemy hag al- 
ready announced an intention of 
making a spring drive against the 
Poles. There is not a bit of evi- 
dence to prove that the bolshevists 
have laid aside this purposé or 


would lay it aside merely because | 


the Poles retired from their present 
front. 


CONQUESTS PLANNED

If the British and the Americans, 
who criticise the Poles, were pre- 
pared to guarantee to send the 
necessary number of divisions to 
Poland if the bolshevists attacked 


Poland, then there might be some 
warrant for the suggestion that the 
Poles retire to the Paris confer- 
ence frontiers. But it is a notorious 
fact that neither British nor 
American troops are available. Thus 
if British and American statesmen 
persuade or coerce the Poles into 
evacuating their present positions, 
the Poles may find themselves dis- 
armed by their alleged friends’ in 
the presence of their enemies. 

Americans should be very shv of 
accepting European estimates of the 
“oOlish as of the Turkish situattons. 
In both cases the policies of the 
British and the French conflict. At 
Paris the British did everything 
that lay within their power to 
restrict Polard, the French to make 
Poland truly a state. The explana- 
tion of the British course lay in 
the perception that a strong Po- 
land, necessarily united with a 
strong France, would serve as the 
foundation for a European balance 
power, which would free the French 
from abject dependence upon Brit- 
ish foreign policy. 

France, on the other hand, saw 
that a strong Poland would mean 
great increase of French security. 


For Germany would have to face 
two enemies, if she decided to take 
up again her age-long enmity to 
France. But it is inconceivable 
that in this instance there can be 
any American end served by accept- 
ing British policy blindly and thus 
in effect ,forging the chains by 
which British policy dominates the 
continent of Europe for the next 
few decades, 


ALLIANCE SOUGHT 
BY FRANCE. : 
It is a mistake to think that the 


those frontiers which 
even President Wilson was willing 
to concede and since that time Brit- 
ish influence and British publica- 
tions have been steadily hostile to 
the Poles. 

Now the question of the extent to 
which America wishes to act in £u- 
rope is obviously problematical, but 
certain there can be no desire on 
the part’'of the Americans to be used 
in the Polish matter to be over- 
persuaded to reach a decision and 
exert an influence detrimental to 
Poland, with no accurate recogni- 
tion of the fact that Poland has un- 
happily become a mere pawn in the 
game of Anglo-French foreign pol- 
icies, 

POLAND’S CLAIMS 
ON AMERICA. 

To be sure the French interests 
are in this case served by the erec- 
tion of a strong Poland, and to this 
end every arguemnt of justice and 
of expediency seemsto point, while 
Sritish influence is directed toward 
keeping Poland weak, to prevent the 
construction of a new continental 
system of alliances and thus to pre- 
serve the domination of the conti- 
nent and of the world by the Anglo- 


| American partenership, which is the

adavnce of 
an American decision to enter or 
retire from world politics, it is 
essential that American policy 
should not be maneuvered to serve 
the ends of other nations. 

Poland has peculiar claims upon 
American sympathy; Poland’s liber- 
ation is one of the great facts of 
the recent war, and we should be 
slow in sacrificing Poland by our 
attitude, when the sacrifice will re- 
sult merely inthe victory of one set 
of professional politicians over an- 
other, and of the strengthening of 
one foreign policy at the cost of 
another. 

When it is possible to guarantee 
Poland against bolshevist attacks, 
it may be equally possible and wise 
to fix the limits of the eastern ex- 
tension of territory occupied by. the 
Poles. But just now the agitation 
in this direction far too patently 
suggests an unconcern with the fate 
of Poland and a complete concen- 
tration upon nationalistic and inter- 
nationalistic aims, which ought not 
to be overlooked by Americans. —

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BAN ON GERMAN STRIKE 


BY AMERICAN GENERAL 


Coblenz, March 13.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The American 
commander today informed the so- 
cialist leaders that no general 
strike interfering with the function 
of the army and no demonstration 
will be permitted in Coblenz Mon- 
day. The leaders were informed 
that if they could not contro! their 
followers the American army would 
do so. 

The independent and majority so- 
elalists expect to hold a meeting 
Sunday afternoon to decide upon 
amalgamating with the socialists of 
Coblenz in support of a 24-hour gen- 
eral strike Monday. 

It became known today that the 
railway men in the Rhineland had 
decided to join a general _ strike 
called for Monday in sympathy with 
the old government, notwithstand- 
ing strict orders by the allied mil- 
tlary command against strikes 
which interfere with the functions 
of occupations. 


TWO REGIMES WAR

Hamburg and 
Darmstadt are said to be irreconcil- 
able. 

Civil War Threatened. 

The Saxon proclamation sets forth 
that Germany is threatened with 
civil war, and therefore complete 
ruin, on account of the military 
coup, and calls upon the people to 
protect “the democratic constitu- 
tional and lawful government.” 

Meanwhile one of the great fig- 
ures in the German national life, 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg, has 
kept himself in the background. His 
former close associate, General Lu- 
dendorff, credited with being the 
brains and moving spirit of the Ger- 
man army in its belligerent days, 
has had a conference with the new 
chancellor. What passed hetween 
them is, of course, not known. It 
is possible, however, that Von Hin- 
denburg, who is already a candidate 
for the presidency, may loom large 
before events take definite shape. 

With the advent of the general 
strike, proclaimed throughout Ger- 
many by the independent socialists, 
affiliated with the trade unions and 
other organizations, Berlin is ai- 
ready beginning to feel the pinch of 
suffering again. The water supply 
has been largely cut off and food is 
searce. Hotels are shutting down, 
and, if the strike continues, means 
of transportation, both passenger 
and freight, will be at an end. 

Gustav Noske, minister of defense 
in the Ebert government, is reported 
to be in Saxony organizing troops. 
Noske has always been a fighter 
and there is reason to believe that 
he will not accept the present situa- 
tion without drastic action in oppo- 
sition to it. That Noske has troops 
st#!! loyal to him is indicated by the 
fact that they have repulsed an at- 
tack against them in their barracks 
at Frankfort. Reports have been 
received from that city of numerous 
casualties in the fighting, but 
whether this was between troops 
and militia or between troops and 
workmen is not definitely known. 

A semi-official statement issued 
today says that the entente com- 
mission at Berlin has “agreed” to 
the new government. 

New Cabinet Not Yet Formed. | 

The new cabinet has not yet been 
formed, but it is definitely known 
that Dr. von Jagow, former chief of 
police of Berlin and a notable re- 
actionary, will be Prussian minister 
of the interior. 

The other appointments are in 
abeyance. It is proposed for the 
present to have only a two-man cab- 
inet, or directorate, composed of 
Dr. Kapp and Major General Baron 
von Luettwitz. 

Minister of Transportation Oeser 
has informed Kapp that the railway 
employees of Prussia objected to a 
eabinet in which Kapp and Von 
Jagow are represented and that if 
they remained in office the entire 
railway forces would strike. The 
government declined to make a 
promise. 

The general strike is spreading all 
over Germany. It was effective in 
Berlin today. All the cafes were 
closed. 

The socialist cabinet at Munich 
has retired and a bourgeoisie cabi- 
net is being formed. 

The censorship has been removed 
as a result of representations of the 
foreign correspondents, who called 
on Kapp and protested against the 
censorship of Ignatius Tribitch Lin- 
ecoln’ once a member of the British 
parliament, but who was deported 
from England in 1919, after his Eng- 
lish naturalization had been re- 
voked. The correspondents claimed 
that Lincoln was holding dispatches 
from twelve to eighteen hours.

Machine Guns Posted. 

The streets of Berlin exhibited 
their customary Sunday aspect <‘o- 
day. Unter Den Linden was crowd- 
ed; people gatheredinthe sunshine 
to discuss the situation. 

One of the ‘main attractions con- 
sisted of barbed-wire entanglements 
near Wilhelmstrasse, and field guns 
and machine guns posted in front of 
the military guard at the Branden- 
burg gate. The naval colors were 
displayd at Brandenburg gate, as 
well as on all the government build- 
ings. 

Very few of the numerous prome- 
nades seemed to have thought of a 
threatened catastrophe. Brightly 
decorated. vehicles, conveying hun- 
dreds of persons, moved in the di- 
rection’ of the Mariendorff race 
course. While a detachment of ma- 
rines, with band and flying banners, 
marched through the Brandenburg 


gate and Wilhelmstrasse. The troops

GERMAN FLEET GOES 
TO NEW GOVERNMENT 


London, March 14.—A dispatch to 
the Exchange Telegraph company 
from Hamburg, dated Saturday, 
states it is reported from Kiel that 
the naval commander there has 
handed over the German fleet to 
the new Berlin government. 

Shots were exchanged between 
the torpedo boats‘in the harbor and 
workmen in the naval dockyard at 
Kiel Saturday afternoon, says a 
dispatch to the Central News, quot- 
ing The Berlingske Tidende’s Kiel 
correspondent as confirming the 
surrender of the German fleet.

Proclamation by New Regime. 


A proclamation issued by the new 
government says: 

“The old government is not cap- 
able of warding off bolshevism, 
which is threatening from the east. 
Germany can only escape external 
and internal collapse by the re-es- 
tablishment of a strong state power. 

“The national assembly, which 
continues to govern without a man- 
date, declares itself in permanent 
violation of the constitution, post- 
pones the elections until autumn. A 
tyrannous party government would 
deprive the people of the important 
fundamental right of electing a 
president. No means is left to save 
Germany but a government of ac- 
tion. 

“Finance, taxation and the sov- 
ereignty of the federal states will 
be restored on a constitutional fed- 
erative basis; the government will 
safeguard war loans and will short- 
ly begin their repayment. Rural 
and town landed property will be 
properly taxed for purposes of re- 
construction. In order to put land- 
ed property in a position to meet 
this taxation, economic freedom will 
be restored to it. 

“The government’s main care will 
be to supply the less well-to-do and 
those with fixed salaries with food. 
Strikes and sabotage will be ruth- 
lessly suppressed. To strike is trea- 
son against the nation and father- 
land, and in the future the govern- 
ment will consult with labor and 
with other professional and trading 
classes and invite them to coO-oper- 
ate in the work of economic reor- 
ganization. 

“The government will not be a 
government of one-sided capitalism; 
it will rather shield the German 
worker against the fate of interna- 
tional servitude to big capitalists.” 

Attempts to separate from the 
empire will be dealt with by court- 
martial as high treason, the procla- 
mation asserts, continuing: 

“The government is strong enough 
not to begin its rule with arrests 
or other violent measures, but any 
opposition to the new order will be 
unsparingly put down. In accord- 
ance with the best German tradi- 
tion the government has taken its 
stand above the struggle of pro- 
fessions, classes and partiés. It is 
the impartial judge of the present 
struggle between capital and labor; 
and all favoring of classes,”“whether 
on the right or the left, is to be re- 
jected.

Kapp Explains Policy. 

Chancellor Kapp today received 
the foreign 
ents and briefly explained to them 
the government's policy. He reit- 
erated that the government loyally 
would fulfill the peace treaty as far 
as its fulfillment could be recon- 
ciled with German honor and the 
country’s economic future, and 
added: ~ 

“The government is not reaction- 
ary. It takes its stand on democra- 
cy. We have raised the black, white 
and red flag to its place of honor 
and we will suppress any attempt 
at a general strike.

“We take the standpoint that a 
republican form of government isa 
fact to which Germany must recon- 
cile itself. We believe that there 
must be the speediest return to con- 
stitutional conditions.”

Copenhagen, March 14.—~- Major 
General Baron von Luettwitz, min- 
ister of defense in the new revolu- 
tionary government in Berlin, has 
been interviewed by a correspond- 
ent of The Politiken.

TO. FOLLOW BERLIN. 


Hamburg, March 14.—“We will 
follow Berlin,” said Ober Burgo- 
meister Distel to the Associated 
Press correspondene here today, in- 
dicating the officials of the free 
state of Hamburg would line up with 
the reactionary government. 

There are no troops in the city at 
present other than the police and 
non-commissioned officers from the 
army and navy, who form an effec- 
tive force for the maintenance of 
order, 

There are 3,000 government troops 
stationed in the suburb of Altona. 
The officers there say they are be- 
ing held in “aiarm readiness” for 
emergency service. 

The proclamation of the new pgov- 
ernment had just reached the mili- 
tary authorities when the corre- 
spondent arrived at headquarters. 
Apparently the news of the coup 
was received by the officers with 
considerable gratification. The peo- 
ple of Hamburg cid not learn of the 
new state of affairs until late in the 
afternoon, when extra editions of 
the newspapers appeared on the 
streets. There was little excitement 
and no indications of di¥orders. 


| LOOTING REPORTED 


IN BERLIN DISTRICTS 

London, March 14.—There was 
looting tn some districts of Berlin 
today, says a dispatch to The Lon- 
don Times from the German cap- 
ital, filed Sunday evening. The 
dispatch gave no details. 

Troops in the service of the new 
German government have clashed 
with workmen and one man has 
been killed and. several wounded, 
according to a Berlin dispatch to 
the Mxchange Telegraph company. 

The militia at Frankfort at- 
tacked the barracks where Noske’s 
troops were quartered, but were re- 
pulsed, says a Central News Ber- 
lin dispatch. The Noske forces 
declared they would remain faith- 
ful to Bbert.

London, March 14.—A wireless 
dispatch from Berlin says: “The 
new men in power definitely declare 
they do not intend to restore the 
monarchy. They are prepared, un- 
der certain conditions, to form a 
coalition government in which the 
majority socialists would be includ- 
ed but they insist on appointing 
nonpartisan experts as chiefs of 
certain ministries, hoping thereby 
tO improve political and economic 
conditions. 

“In all the government 0offices 
yesterday work went on as usual, 
and business in the city was not 
interrupted. The new government 
warned the socialists that strong 
measures would be taken if they in- 
terfered with vital industries. 

“The type setters this morning 
refused to set up the new govern- 
ment proclamation, also that of the 
old government, and of the socialist 
party. because they were not issued 
simultaneously with it, consequently 
the publication of all the newspa- 
pers has been suspended for the 
time being. 

“Herr Rauscher, chief of the gov- 
ernment press bureau, was arrested 
for his own protection. He has been 
succeeded by Dr. Brederk, 
known member of the fatherland 
party. It is stated on behalf of the 
government that the government is 
aware that a large part of the 
workmen will oppose it, but that 
there is no intention to suppress the 
workers or rob them of their ac- 
quired rights.

Interchurch World Movement 
Discussed by Dr. Ashby Jones 


“Can Christian nations co-oper- 
ate?” was the question propounded 
by Dr. M. Ashby Jones, pastor of the 
Ponce de Leon Baptist church, to 
his congregation Sunday morning. 
“Is there any reason why there 
should not be a unity of service 
among the churches, just as they 
have a single mission?” 

The sermon, which was heard by 
a capacity house, followed after the 
pastors’ conference for Georgia, 
which was held in Atlanta during 
the past week under the auspices of 
the Interchurch World Movement: 
and the great fundamental ques- 
tions of co-operation which were 
raised by the conference were 
brought by Dr. Jones to his congre- 
gation. 

The question of co-operation, the 
speaker declared, is being raised 
now more insistently than at any 
time in the history of the Christian 
church. " 

“There are, seemingly, two con- 
trasting tendencies in the world to- 
day,”” he said. “One is greater free- 
dom;for individual thinking. Never 
was|\there a time when men are 
struggling so insistently for the 
right of the individual to his own 
thoughts and his own beliefs. No 
longer shalfany one group of men 
tell another man what he _ shall 
think and what he shall believe. 

Unity of Aetivity. 

“The other tendency is seemingly 
contrary to the first, for never has 
there been such an inclination on the 
part of men towards unity of activi- 
ty, when men who think their own 
thoughts shall come together in 
concentration of purpose to do the 
work of the world.” 

Dr. Jones then stressed the im- 
portance of individual freedom of 
thought and action, stating that 
thereis a widespread revolt against 
preachers, priests or others, dictat- 
ing what God had said to the indi- 
vidual, There is unity of inspira- 
tion but diversity of revelation. In 
this manner, the various denomina- 
tions of Protestantism came into 
existence. But the church does not 
receive revelations. It is the indi- 
vidual member who receives” the 
revelation. 

Fundamentally, he said, the church 
is a means towards an end, and not 
the endinitself. Itistheinstrument 
through which the kingdom of God 
on earth is to be spread; it is a 
link to bind the hearts of men to 
make the will of God regnant in 
the wills of men. It is the servant, 
notthe master. 

“The church is not in the world to 
be Worshipped or served, but to 
serve,’ he said. 

No Loss of Inspiration. 

He did not contend for the union 
of churches and the obliteration of 
denominational lines. “Se “tet 
would further the kingdom of God 
on the earth, then it should be 
done,” he said; but Dr. Jones added 
that he did not believe that the 
world should lose the inspiration 
which each denomination carries in 


its history and in its purpose. In 
order for a single church to be es- 
tablished, there would have to he 
one creed, one language, one inter- 
pretation, and these could only bo 
secured at a loss of individual hon- 
esty and many twinges of con- 
science. 

As far as unity of service among 
the various denominations is con- 
cerned, he insisted that union was 
not only feasible, but necessary. 
There should be one roadway broad 
enough upon which the Christian 
forces of the world might march in 
one body to fulfil the mission of the 
church in the world. 

“There is a movement in the 
world today which is challenging 
this idea of co-operation. It is 
called the Interchurch World Move- 
ment. Mind you, itis not one church, 
or another church, but a co-opdera- 
tion of all the churches. It

Anniversary of Paddy Ryan. 

Paddy Ryan, Sullivan's predeces- 
sor as heavyweight champion of 
America, was born’ at - Thurles, 
(founty Tipperary, Ireland, on this 
date iff 1853, Paddy crossed the 
big pond when quite young and 
became an ironworker in Troy. 
New York city had been the home 
of two American champions, John 
Heenan and John Morrissey, and 
the young Irishman heard so much 
wbout them and their great fistic 
feats that he determined to go and 
do likewise. He was practically an 
unknown when he was mutched to 
fight Joe ‘ioss for the American 
championship in 1880. The bout 
was pulled off at Collier Station, 
W. Va. and was for $2,000 and 
the titie. For nearly an hour and 
a half the two gladiators pounded 
each other with bare knuckles, but 
in the eighty-seventh round Goss 
went down and was unable to get 
up again in time. Ryan was hailed 
as a hero by the IJIrish-Americans, 
and nothing was too good for him 
until that dav in 1882 when he met 
John Lz Sullivan at Mississippi City 
and was pounded into submission 
in nine rounds. In 1886 Ryan was 
again knocked out by Sulltvan in 
ban I*rancisco, and soon afterwards 
retired from the ring. *

Mordecai Brown, one of the gam- 
est and greatest pitchers baseball 
ever has developed, was recognized, 
when he was thesstar pitcher of the 
Chicago Cubs, as a fellow who did 
a lot of thinking. And, although 
the old arm creaks a bit, the old 
brain is as clear as ever. Brownie, 
by the way, still pitches for his 
minor league team down near his 
old home town, aS Well as manages, 
and he ean go two or three innings 
with the old hook curve bending as 
it used to do when he and Matty 
fought for the hoyors of the Na- 
tional league in the old days. 

The other day Brownie sat down 
and talked about college men in 
baseball, and he sprung some dope 


that probably will surprise fans. He | 


— ideas, that old three-fingered 
IOV. 

“College men really do not be- 
long in professional baseball,” he 
said. “I know that they § often 
make great players. Some of the 
best players we ever had in the 
game were college men and many 
of the best friends I have, fellows 
to whom I owe a lot of thanks, were 
college boys. But they don't be- 
long. This game should belong to 
the sand lotters. 

“That sounds as if I object to fel- 
lows of education coming into the 
game. Not at all. The way I look 
at it is this. What’s the use of 
sending a boy to college educat g 
him and having him turn out to Je 
a professional ball player? JI never 


had the chance to go to cellege, 
and what education [I have I got 
myself, and mighty little of it, in 
Schools. But if I had had the op- 
portunity of going to eollege I'd 
figure I overlooked a bet and failed 
if my finish was to become a ball 
plaver. 

“Mind you, I’m not knocking ball 
Playing as a business. It has been 
pretty good to me—but I do not 
think colleges ought to be training 
schools for ball players—they 
ought to turn out fellows fit for the 
bigger and better jobs that we sand 
lotters cannot hope for. 

“T have studied this college thing 
carefully during all my baseball ca- 
recr., You see, we fellows who didn’t 
get the chance often think that if 
we had we might have done some- 
thing big. I don’t know whether 
it is the fault of the colleges or not, 
but it seems to me often that the 
college man falls down not only in 
baseball, but in other things be- 
cause he cannot give and take the 
way wecan. The college man often 
is a better hitter, a better fielder 
and all round a better man than 
the sand lotter, but he doesn’t Win, 
because the college has taken that 
old give and take spirit out of him. 
It ought not to be so, but it is. 

“The colleges don’t fit a man for 
baseball—and they ought not to do 
so. If I had a bov and wanted him 
to be a ball Player I'd raise him on 
the lots—if he went to college I'd 
expect him to do something a Iot 
more important for himself and for 
his country than playing ball.” 

Brown Was a Miner. 

Brownie speaks from the heart 
when he speaks of education—and 
he knows. He was born and reared 
in a little mining town down in In- 
diana, a boy in a large family so 
poor that sometimes they wanted 
even the necessities, and there wag 
little time for him to attend school, 
He suffered an accident that maim- 
ed his right hand when a child, and 
it was a severe blow, for it made 
him unable to handle a pick or drill, 

He went into the mines when al- 
most a baby. At 14 he was chosen 
by the union as checker the pit. 
His duties were to check the weight 
of every car of coal’'that came up 
and credit it to the miner who dug 
it, to figure the miner’s share and 
the company’s—and he never had 
He learned it 
at the pit mouth, and became an 
expert in figures, so that before 
long the company as well as the 
union depended upon him to make 
up*the weights and the pay rolls. 

He is one of the sanest and squar- 
est and most human fellows that 
T ever have known and when he 
talks he has gomething to say. 


Sulphur and Molasses. 


There was a team that went south 
last week with a physician, a train- 
er, two rubbers and: a chiropodist, 
besides a manager, @ secretary and 
a traffic manager. .That would give 
the old-timers a laugh. We used 
to go south to train with a dozen 
bats and balls and each player was 
his own trainer. Somehow when 


—— 


modern teams come north to open 
a season they do not seem in a bit 
better condition than the old-timerg 
were. 

Jimmy Ryan really was the first 
trainer I ever knew. Jim used to 
open his trunk as soon as the team 
landed in some wooden hotel down 
on the @dge of climate, take out a 
jug, and sound all hands to grog in 
his room. The grog consisted of 
a sticky mass of sulphur and mo- 
Jasses—tracle. Ryan administered 
it to all who were with the team, a 
dose a morning. Sometimes it was 
necessary to sit on the victim and 
hold his nose, but he always “ 
plenty of help and no member o 
thé party escaped. 

Ryan's sulphur and molasses did 
a lot of good, especially when the 
team struck one of those bad wa+- 
ter towns—for in those days many 
southern cities had poor water. I 
remember one spring when there 
were at least ten cases of old- 
fashioned “chills and fever’—ague 
—regular swamp malaria in the 
team within a week after it started 
training. 

Ryan, who never studied medicine 
in his life, sent for water to a4 
spring fifty miles away, loaded the 
players up with sulphur and mo- 
lasses, blanketed them. and. ran 
them around and around the park. 
In three days the “ager,” as the 
natives called it, was gone. 

We never had a trainer. until 
about 1896, when Jim Hart employ- 
ed a young medical student to goa 
with the team and look” after ‘the 
health of the outfit. It was hailed 
as an innovation and most ef the 
team took “Doc” as a joke and de- 
clined his ministrations, 

The old-timers, when ailing, used 
to trade rubs. One of the sore and 
musele-weary ones would rub the 
other, then take his turn on the ta- 
ble. Todine and arnica, and a horse 
linament of a wide repute were 
used, and the athletes scorned the 
mild form of the linament used for 
humans and insisted upon the regu- 
lar hoss dope.that would !ift the 
hide off an ordinary mortal, but 


only blistered the athletes. 


Injuries Ignored. 


IT don’t know whether they were 
a hardier race or not, but it took 
considerable injuring to keep them 
out of a ball game. I have seen 
Comiskey plaving with a boil on 
his hip that he had slid upon and 
torn open. 

I saw Mike Kelly one night open 
up a shin bone cut two inches long 
and keep right on talking while he 
poured iodine into the wound. 

One night in a sleeper Bill Dah- 
len called to me to look at his leg, 
which had been cut with spikes a 
couple of days before. Blood poi- 
soning had set in around the wound 
and it looked bad. I advised him 
to get off that train and reach a 
doctor. He scoffed. We sat up all 
night while I poured, peroxide into 
the wound and watched it boil. I 
did not know what else to do. 
limped to the hotel, and that aft- 
ernoon gliressed and played a Dall 
game. 

Tim Donohue was catching Den- 
zer, a wild, strong youngster, the 
day before the opening of a season. 
A wild pitch split his bare hand for 
an inch and a half down between 
the fingers. A doctor wanted ten 
dollars for treating the hand and 
Tim refused. So he purchased a 
big curved needle, some surgeon’s 
silk, and asked me to sew him up. 
Dahlen assisted, and it required 
main strength to drive that needle 
through the calloused skin, but I 
sewed it. Then we put peroxide 
on the wound, wrapped the fingers 
together with adhesive tape and the 
next day, with two fingers taped 
together, Donohue caught the open- 
ing game of'the season. 

I figured up one season four or 
five years ago the time out of play 
of one team. Not one of the twen- 
ty-eight men on the roster during 
the season but had laid off on ac- 
count of injuries. 

Then I looked up a record of one 
of Anson’s old teams. Fred Pfeffer 
had been out one week with sick- 
ness, Trudy had broken a leg and 
someone else had been out for three 
davs. That was the total of cas- 
ualties. I went along the margin 
of the old score books of that sea- 
son where I usually wrote notes of 
accidents, and found that over for- 
ty accidents had been noted. Only 
three quit playing on account of 
them. Times surely have changed.

An investor seeking a place for 
surplus funds will, if he is wise, 
consider first the element of safety.

ment. In normal times it is proba- 
bly tfue that greatly increased yield 
comes only at a sacrifice of safety. 
Allowance must be made for mar- 
ket conditions, and prevalent esti- 
mates of future movements. First- 
class securities, however, tend to 
find their. own level; in other words, 
if the prevailing interest rate is 5 
per cent, most standard issues can 
be bought at a price to yield that 
return to maturity. Investments 
which promise more than the mar- 
ket yield would ordinarily be sub- 
before 
their purchase was decided upon. 


When bonds are selling at par, 
the matter of computing their in- 
terest is simple. A $1,000, 5 per cent 
bond, selling on an interest date for 
$1,000, will yield 5 per cent. When 
bonds are sold between interest 
dates, it is the custom to sell them 
at the quoted price, plus accrued in- 
terest from the last interest date. 


When a bond is selling below par, 
the yield is greater than the inter- 
est rate because -two factors are 
helping to bring about that result. 
if a $1,000 5 per cent bond is sold at 
$950, the current yicld is obviously 
It is indeed 
the percentage which $50 is of $950 
or abot 5.263 per cent. But it is 
still more, for if the investor hold 
the bond until maturity, he receives 
then, not the $950 ~he paid for it, 
but $1,000. If the maturity date 
were five or ten or twenty years 
ahead, then this $50 would obvious- 
ly have to be spread over that pe- 
riod. the additional yield being less, 
the longer the period of waiting. 

It is obvious, too, that wherma 
bond is selling above par, the yield 
will be less than the interest rate. 
If a $1,000 5 per cent bond is sold 
for $1,050, it is clear that the in-| 
vestor will get less than the stated 
5 per cent. He will receive but $50 
annually for his investment .ot 
$1,050, and the current yield will 
be expressed by the figure which 
expresses the pecentage which $50 
is of $1,050, or about 4.761 per cent. 
If he hold the bond to maturity, his 
yield will be even less, because in 
place of the $1,050 invested he would 
receive but $1,000, and this loss of 
$50 must be charged off against the 
current yield, just as the gain of $50 
in the former case was added to the 
current yield. The more distant the 
maturity, the less the amount which 
must be charged off, and the great-|

Amortization of the premium paid 
for a bond, as well as computing the 
yield of a bond bought at a dis- 
count, is a somewhat complex pro- 
cess, because of the various factors 
involved. These are: 
(a) the purchase price. of the

Banks which sell bonds and all! bond 
houses possess such tables, usually 
in book form, so that they are able 
immediately to tell their customers 
the yield on any proposed, invest- 
ment. If, for example, a $1,000 5 per 
cent bond with semi-annual interest 
payments, and due to mature in-six 
vears, were offered at $1,052.88; the 
table would show that the net vield 
from such an investment would be 
just 4 per cent. 

It frequently happens that a pros- 
pective investor with a eertain fixed 
sum to invest desires to obtain a 
yield equivalent to a given sum an- 
nually. The question then arises as 
to what price he should pay for any 
given bond in order to receive the 
desired income. The proper price 
would depend upon the fixed inter- 
est rate of the bond, the frequency 
of the. interest payments, and the 
date of maturity. If he wanted a4 
vield of $55 from each thousand dol- 
lars invested, or 5% per cent, he 
could obviously pay more than par 
for a 6 per cent bond, but less than 
par for a 5 per cent bond. By con- 
sulting the “basis” tables and lo- 
cating bonds of ‘the type in ques- 
tion, he would find, beside the fig- 
ure indicating the price at which 
the bonds were at present. being 
marketed, the yleld which might be 
expected. wr 

The mathematical .rute on which 
the tables are coystructed has been 
stated as follows: Mivide the amount 
of the debt (ineluding: interest pay- 
able) by $1 plus the interest on $1 
at the rate of the desired yield from 
the date of purchase to maturity;

URGES ABOLISHMENT 


OF CAPITAL PENALTY 


Dr. Oscar Haywood Makes 
‘Address Sunday at Bap- 
tist Tabernacle. 


Speaking to a large gathering of 
atiamtans at the Baptist Taber- 
aacle Sunday morning at 11 
o'clock, Dr. Oscar Haywood, of 
New York, delivered a highly in- 
teresting address upon the abolish- 
ment of capital punshment. Dr. 
Haywood was speaking under the 
auspices of the National Society 
for the Abolition of the Death 
Penalty, an dthe title of his lec- 
_e was “The Criminal and His 

or. 

In presenting his theme that the 
laws of society are making crim- 
inals, Or. Haywood treated the 
question of punishment by death 
from a variety of angles, and go- 
ing back through the ages and 
bringing his hearers up to the pres- 
ent day. “The heart of a Roman 
soldier cried that the gods must 
go,” he declared. “Yesterday it 
was dectared that the kings must 
£0; today the cry is that the sol- 
dier must go, and tomorrow the 
cry will be that the executioner 
must go.” 

Dr. Haywood drew a vivid pic- 
ture in which the accused mur- 
derer stands arraigned before the 
court, describing the court of jus- 
tice of the modern day to be like 
an old hag,.blind, deaf and cal- 
lous, With a  hound’s nose for 
stench, not perfume, and said that 
detective is the nose. He also 
likened the court of justice today 
to a scene in Jerusalem in the year 
of Rome 783, when “acquitted tn- 
nocence, condemned to die, stood 
in majestic silence before a _ Ro- 
man judge.” 

With reference to 
the modern detective, Dr. Haywood 
said: “An honest detective could 
not rest content with detecting a 
crime and apprehending a crim- 
inal. This would be elementary. 
An old dame peeping through a 
shutter @ould do as much. He 
must detect the cause and find out 
the cause of the cause. Some- 
times he would he obliged to ar- 
rest the state, sometimes a family 
gravevard, sometimes the devil, 
sometimes God, and he would not 
know until he had followed his 
lead clear through to the end.” 

Dr. Haywood went deeply into 
the underlying causes of crime, in 
order to show that the state cannot 
be sure in many instances of the 
absolute guilt of criminals, and 
strongly opposed the death penalty 
upon that ground. 

His lecture was a fine effort, 
which brought conviction and 
proved deeply interestig to a large 
crowd of people who were pres- 
ent.

|NOTED PREACHER 
TELLS OF SATAN 
AND OF DOWNFALL 


_Rev. Lewis Sperry Chafer, of 
New York, now conducting a series 
of special meetings in Pryor Street 
Presbyterian church, gave two ad- 
dresses yesterday on the subject 
of Satan. 

Speaking at the morning service 
on the theme, “Satan, His Origin, 
His Present Abode, and His Future 
Downfall,” Dr. Chafer said in part: 
“We know about Satan just as we 
know about Christ. There is only 
one source of information, and that 
is God’s Word. Sometimes people 
are thoughtless enough to. credit 
what the Bible says about Jesus 
Christ, and then pay no attention 
to what it says about Satan. 

“According to the Scriptures, 
Satan is a person with a beginning, 
a@ career, and an end. The whole 
doctrine of evil is about the last 
thing people understand from. the 
sible. Evil runs its well-defined 
course, and comes to its predicted 
end. Men will not banish it by or- 
ganization or popular vote. It will 
gO at God’s time and in His way. 
Satan continues with all his power 
until that time. 

“Ezekiel, 28:11-19, describes the 
creation of Satan. He was created 
the sum total of all wisdom and 
beauty. He was placed as a guard 
over the very throne of God, and 
was given power above all created 
beings to execute that trust. In this 
exalted position he sinned by pur- 
posing in his heart to have a 
throne and be like the Most High. 
This is revealed in Isa., 14: 12-18. 

“His sin is expressed in five ‘I 
wills,’ which were in opposition to 
the will of God. Satan’s one word, 
‘T will be like the Most High,’ is 
the key to his whole career. Satan 
is not seeking to he as evil as 
possible, as men estimate evil. He 
is seeking to be like God. This is 
the great delusion of the hour. Too 
many people blindly suppose that 
anything that seems to be good is 
of God. It may be of Satan.” 

At the night service, Dr. Chafer 
spoke on the “Modern Devices of 
Satan.” “Through the age-long 
preaching of the Gospel,” the speak- 
er said, “the real purpose of God in 
saving an elect company has been 
going on: but there has been a bi- 
product as well. Christendom in- 
cludes a multitude of people who 
do not fight the truth of God, nor 
have they been saved by a personal 
faith in Christ.’ This partial accept- 
ance of truth is so developed today 
that no false religion will even be 
received which does not quote the 
Bible and place Jesus Christ at its 
head.” 


ON MACON AUDITORIUM 


Macon, Ga., March 14.—(Special.) 
Completéd plans for Macon’s new 
city auditorium, which was started 
three years ago and not finished, 
have been received from Alfred 
Feldheimer, New York architect, to 
whom they were submitted for ap- 
proval. Mayor Toole plans to call 
a meeting of the auditorium com- 
mittee of city council within the 
next few days to go over the plans 
in detail and determine just how 
the work shall be carried out. 

The auditorium as it now stands 
is inclosed temporarily with a frame 
covering. The steel work, however, 
is permanent and will furnish the 
support for the permanent build- 
ing. The city has not sufficient 
money available at the present time 
to carry out the work in its en- 
tirety, but permanent walls will be 
erected and other details carried 
out as far as the money on hane@ 
will permit. There is about $30,- 
000 in the auditorium fund and ad- 
ditional sums will be appropriated 
from the general fund of the city. 

One of the unique features of thé 
auditorium will be a ecireulation 
lobby, which will extend entirely 
around the building. The building 
will cover almost a half of a city 
block. There will be in reality three 
floors, including the main floor, 
the mezzanine floor and the balcony. 
There will be check rooms, dressing 
rooms and smoking rooms on ev- 
ery floor. ‘‘Memorial hall,” in hon- 
or of the Bibb county men who par- 
ticipated in the world war, will be 
located on the balcony floor and 
there will be assembled all of the 
relics and records pertaining to the 
part the men from this county play- 
ed in the struggle. The auditorium 
will have a seating capacity of 
6,500.
